In a letter to Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull opposing a projected 
barter agreement between the Nazi 
government and certain American 
farm cooperatives, announced in 


the official and personal mail and Chicago recently, Celler cited Ger- 


man competition with the United 
States for Latin American markets 
as sufficient reason for an embargo 
against Nazi goods here. 

Germany, he wrote, has become 
the United States’ chief competitor 
in the Latin American field “by 
means of contemptible blatherskite 
and propaganda against us, by un- 
fair export subsidies, barter deals 
and artificial exchange restrictions, 
all of which constitute discrim- 
inatory trade practices within 
meaning of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff act and United States code.” 

Under sections of the commerce 
code and the tariff act, he said, the 
President “has the right to em- 
bargo all Nazi goods from entering 
this country. I am informed,” the 
letter continued, “that a report has 
been submitted to the President in- 
dicating the right, in his discretion, 
to impose such sanctions against 
the Reich.” 

Celler’s letter dealt principally with 
the barter proposal, under which 
American wheat and lard would be 
exchanged for German farm ma- 
chinery, poultry netting and barbed

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NAZIS DOUBLE 
INCOME TAX IN 


LOW BRACKETS 


New Levies Also Strike 
Heavy Blow to Those 
Of Moderate Income 


BERLIN, Feb. 24 (UP)—Ohanges 
in income tax law under which the 
average middle class German will 
pay $40 more a year are to be an- 
nounced by the Government today, 
it was understood. 

Higher income 
hit much harder. 

[Other press dispatches said 
that under the new regulations 
unmarried men and women may | 
be taxed up to 55 per cent of their 
income, Childless coupless mar- 


brackets will be 


ried as long as five years may be 
taxed 45 per cent if their income | 
is more than $720 a year.) | 

The new laws revoke certain tax 
exemptions and reductions, such as 
those allowed in the case of the 
maidservant tax and the church tax. 

It was estimated that the middle 


400 marks a month ($1,920 a year), | 


would pay about $290 a year instead 
of around $250 as at present. | 


HITS BACHELORS 


This increase applies to a married 
man to whom no child has been 
born for five years. It is automati- 
cally abolished if he adopts a child 
or undertakes to sustain one other- 
wise unprovided for. 

[In the United States a mar- 
ried man with one child pays no 
income tax unless his income is 
more than $2,900 a year.] 

The changes to be made in the 
tax laws include: 

(1) Reduction of the fifty marks 
($20) a month deduction from 
taxable income for each maid- 
servant. The effect of this ex- 
emption had been a direct tax 
reduction of as much as 300 marks 
($120) a year in the higher in- 
come brackets. 

(2) Reduction of deductions al- 
lowed for payments made by way 
of the church tax. 

(3) Reduction of the deduction 
permitted for “extra-expenrliture” 
costs in connection with the tax- 
payer's employment. 

The reductions made in allow- 
ances probably will place many tax- 
payers in higher brackets and thus 
subject them automatically to a 
larger tax rate. 

An official commentary accom- 
panying the law said some of the 
increases were designed as social 
measures to iron out existing in- 
equalities between rich and poor 
and others were matters of “simple 
necessity.”

BUDAPEST, Feb. 25 (UP). — The 
Telecki government today banned 
the Hungarian Nazi party and a 
few hours later formally joined the 
so-called “Anti-Comintern” pact of 
the fascist powers. 

The Government announced dis- 
solution of the Hungarian “National 
Socialist” party and confiscation of 
all its property. Police closed Nazi 
headquarters and raided the homes 
of its leaders, arresting more than 
150.

In its valiant support for New Deal 
measures, the Lawyers Guild could hardly 
win a few inches of news space in the Sun, 
not to speak of a leading editorial. Why the 
sudden editorial interest? 

The Sun hopefully expects reactionary 
dividends from the reports of a “rift” in the 
Guild. The Sun expansively recalls that “it 
seems only the other day when the Lawyers 
Guild came into being. President Roosevelt's 
court plan was presented only a short time 
Conservative lawyers condemned it, 
but the Guild was for it.“ The Sun remem- 
bers that the Guild took à stand for “reason- 
able business regulation, labor legislation, and 
child labor laws.”

„ The House vote against strengthening 
Guam’s defenses, 205 to 168, led by the Tory 
Republicans, is worth the equivalent of at 
least five first line battleships to the Japa- 
nese aggressors. 

It is not accidental at all that Ham Fish, Jr, Re- 
publican spokesman in Congress for the fascist triple 
alliance, upon learning the Guam vote results, re- 
peated the very words Chamberiain used after Munich, 
“it is a strike for peace.”

divisions and brought Italian fascist armies to its 
Pyrenees border. 


The American people, however, can still reverse 
the dangerous “appeasement” of the Japanese ag- 
gressors through Senate action on the President s 
national defense program.

Here is an added confirmation of 
the fact that the people's struggle 
for emancipation is inseparable 
from the defense of the spiritual 
values of humanitf.
